It  will  bo  observed  that  the  number  of  deaths  (51) 
exceeded  the  number  of  births  (27)  by  4.  Sx"mina.tion  of 
vital  statistics  for  the  past  nine  yocars  show  that  in  five 
of  those  there  were  more  persons  dying  th"n  being  born  in

The  year  1953  should  be  disregarded  because  in  that 
year  all  the  deaths  occuring  in  Hartismere  Hospital  were 
included  in  the  Borough  of  Eye  statistics,  a practice  which 
has  now  been  discontini^ed, 

I have  discussed  the  matter  further  with  our  Registrar 
for  Births  and  Deaths  and  he  tells  me  that  there  are  still  a 
number  of  patients  who  have  been  in  Hartismere  Hospital  for 
such  a long  time  that  their  original  place  of  residence  cannot 
be  traced  and  when  one  of  these  long  stay  patients  die,  the 
death  has  to  be  included  in  the  Borough  of  Eye  return.  On 
searching  through  the  records  for  1956  I find  that  two  male 
deaths  and  four  female  deaths  fall  in  tnis  category.  If 
these  deaths  are  subtracted  from  the  total  (31)  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General,  the  final  figure  is  25.  It  would 
appear  therefore  that  in  the  year  under  consideration  thero 
is  an  excess  of  two  births  over  deaths  in  Sye. 

(The  births  occurring  in  the  Maternity  Department  of 
Hartismere  Hospital  are  of  course  transferred  to  the  districts 
in  which  the  mothers  normally  reside.) 

It  will  be  seem  that  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  (21.00) 
is  considerably  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Y/o.les 
(15.7)  but  despite  this  the  number  of  births  in  the  Borough 
can  only  just  keep  pace  with  the  number  of  deaths.  The 
effect  of  an  aging  population  is  thus  gradually  making  itself 
felt,  and  unless  more  yomg people  come  to  live  in  Sye  there 
vvill  inevitably  be  a steady  decrease  in  the  population. 

It  is  most  satisfeactory  to  record  that  no  still  births 
and  no  de''th3  of  infants  under  one  year  occurred. 

NOTIFIABLE  IHEECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  tht.  yean  3 cases  of  Measles  "-nd  5 cases  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  'were  notified  by  General  Practitioners. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  3 cases  of 
pulmonary  and  2 cases  of  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  mrhing 
a total  of  5 cases  on  the  register.  During  the  year  one  case 
died.  At  the  end  of  the  year  4 cases  remained  on  the  register 
comprising  2 cases  of  pulmonary  and  2 cases  of  non-pulmonary 
iTi.bcrculosis,
